Commission disputes link 
between Saddam, al Qaeda 

WASHINGTON! Rebuffing Bush administration 
claims, the independent commission inves- 
tigating the Sept. 11 attacks said Wednesday 
no evidence exists that al Qaeda had strong 
ties to Saddam Hussein. 

Although Osama bin Laden asked for 
help from Iraq in the mid-1990s, Saddam’s 
government never responded, according to 
a report by commission staff based on inter- 
views with government intelligence and law 
enforcement officials. The 
report asserted “no cred- 
ible evidence” has emerged 
that Iraq was involved in 
the Sept. 11 strikes. 

The claims that bin 
Laden and Saddam were 
in league were central to 
the Bush administration’s 
justification for going to war in Iraq. 

As recently as Monday, Vice President 
Dick Cheney said in a speech that the Iraqi 
president “had long- established ties with al 
Qaeda.” And last fall he cited what he called a 
credible but unconfirmed intelligence report 
that Mohamed Atta, ringleader of the 19 
Sept. 11 hijackers, met in Prague, Czech 
Republic, with a senior Iraqi intelligence 
official before the attacks. The commission 
concluded no such meeting occurred. 

Secretary of State Colin Powell, asked about 
the commission report, said the administration 
stands by its assertions that there were links 
between al Qaeda and Iraq, curt anderson (ap)

9/11 panel report 
details original plans 
for a much larger strike 

WASHINGTON! Sept. 11 plot master- 
mind Khalid Shaikh Mohammed 
originally planned a much bigger 
attack involving 10 hijacked planes, 
one of which he would pilot and land 
after killing all the male passengers, 
the independent commission inves- 
tigating the Sept. 11 attacks revealed 
in a report Wednesday. 

Based on documents and inter- 
views with government officials, the 
panel said Mohammed initially pro- 
posed using 10 planes to hit CIA 
and FBI headquarters, unidenti- 
fied nuclear plants and tall build- 
ings in California and Washington 
state, in addition to the World Trade 
Center, Pentagon and White House 
or Capitol building. 

Mohammed, who is in U.S. cus- 
tody at an undisclosed overseas loca- 
tion, told interrogators that rather 
than crashing his hijacked plane 
into a target, he wanted to land 
and make a political statement. 

He proposed killing every 
male passenger aboard, landing 
at a U.S. airport and making a 


“speech denouncing U.S. policies 
in the Middle East before releas- 
ing all the women and children,” 
the report said. 

A second prong of the attack 
involved hijacking of U.S. planes 
flying over the Pacific and crash- 
ing or exploding them in mid-air, 
according to the report. 

Both of the broader plots were 
rejected by Osama bin Laden, who 
ultimately approved targeting the 
United States with four planes. 


The commission reported that Al 
Qaeda is actively trying to replicate 
the destruction of that day, though 
the terrorist network has been 
weakened by losing its sanctuary 
in Afghanistan and many leaders to 
U.S. strikes and arrests. The terror 
organization also is trying to obtain 
a nuclear weapon and is “extremely 
interested” in chemical, radiological 
and biological attacks, including the 
use of anthrax, the commission said.

COLUMBUS, OHIO | A man charged 
with plotting to blow up a shopping 
mall slammed his face on a table 
and smiled vacantly Wednesday in 
a courtroom where a federal magis- 
trate ordered tests to determine his 
competency to stand trial.

porters gathered to proclaim his 
innocence at the courthouse where 
Magistrate Mark Abel ordered the 
Somali national transferred to a fed- 
eral psychiatric facility. 

Abel found that Abdi’s behavior 
in jail and his attorney’s difficulties 
communicating with him made an

President George W. Bush gave a 
pep talk on Wednesday to U.S. forc- 
es in Afghanistan and Iraq, claiming 
steady progress toward democracy 
in both countries despite a surge in 
violence in Iraq. 

“The future of a free Iraq is now 
coming into view,” Bush told several 
thousand troops in a giant hangar 
at this waterfront Tampa, Fla., air 
base that is home to the U.S. Central 
Command. “A democratic, free Iraq 
is on the way.” 

His remarks were beamed to 
troops in Iraq and Afghanistan by 
a satellite hookup, and Bush said 
he understood the hardships of the 
long tours of duty that have strained 
morale among some soldiers. 

Bush said attacks by insurgents 
won’t deter U.S. plans to transfer 


governing authority in two weeks to 
Iraq’s new interim government.

Fighters Ordered Out of 2 Iraqi Cities 


BAGHDAD, IRAQI Insurgents Struck 
at the heart of Iraq’s economic live- 
lihood Wednesday, blasting a major 
pipeline to halt vital oil exports and 
killing the top security chief for the 
northern oilfields. 

A rocket slammed into a U.S. 
logistics base near Balad, 50 miles 
north of Baghdad, killing three U.S. 
soldiers and wounding 25 other peo- 
ple, including two civilian workers, 
the military said. 

A mortar exploded in central 
Baghdad after midnight, setting off 
sirens in the U.S.-controlled Green 
Zone headquarters but causing no 
casualties or damage. A rocket or 
rocket-propelled grenade landed in 
the walled garden of the Palestine 
Hotel, headquarters of numerous 
Western news organizations, but 
failed to explode. 

An explosion before dawn 
Wednesday damaged a pipeline car- 
rying crude oil from Iraq’s southern 
fields to the Basra oil terminal in 
the Persian Gulf. Iraqi engineers 
had diverted crude shipments to 
that pipeline after another was 
bombed two days ago. 

“Due to the damage inflicted 
on the two pipelines, the pumping 
of oil to the Basra oil terminal has 


completely stopped,” said Samir 
Jassim, spokesman of the state- 
owned Southern Oil Co. “Exports 
have come to halt.” 

Gunmen killed Ghazi Talabani, 
the official in charge of protecting 
Iraq’s northern oilfields, in an 
ambush in Kirkuk. Gen. Anwar 
Amin of the Iraqi Civil Defense 
Corps said three gunmen attacked 
Talabani’s car after his bodyguard 
briefly left the vehicle in a crowded 
market, robert h. reid (ap) 


OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 

With two weeks to go until 
full sovereignty, Iraqis already 
control of 15 of the country’s 26 
ministries, where they are setting 
policy and managing their own 
budgets, the U.S. -led coalition 
said Wednesday. 

The Organization of the 
Islamic Conference, the world’s 
largest Islamic group, threw its 
support Wednesday behind 
Iraq’s interim government, say- 
ing itwill “actively assist” the 
administration as ittakes power. 
The move is a change for Muslim 
nations who shunned an earlier 
U.S. -backed council. 


NAJAF, IRAQI The radical Shiite 
cleric whose uprising left hundreds 
dead ordered members of his militia 
Wednesday to leave the holy cities 
of Nafaj and Kufa — a key part of 
an agreement to end fighting with 
American forces. 

Muqtada al-Sadr, in a statement 
issued by his office, called on anti- 
American fighters who came from 
other parts of Iraq to return home 


“to carry on their duties as God 
wants.” 

Most of al- Sadr’s fighters in 
Najaf and its twin city, Kufa, are 
believed from this area and are not 
covered by the order. Al-Sadr also 
has told followers not to display 
weapons in public, but unarmed 
militiamen continue to congregate 
around the major Islamic shrines,

The forum was covered by state 
television and by the private Saudi- 
owned station Al-Arabiya, which 
focused its cameras on the men as 
it aired the voices of the women. 

The forum ended Tuesday with 
vague calls for women to be given 
more opportunities to work and 
to participate in public life, and a 
pointed reminder that their role as 
wives and mothers was “an essen- 
tial job.”

World’s Refugee 
Population Falls 
To 10-Year Low 

GENEVA I The number of refugees 
worldwide has fallen to 9-7 mil- 
lion, the lowest level in at least a 
decade because of increased inter- 
national efforts to help uprooted 
people, the U.N. refugee agency 
said Thursday. 

A key reason for the drop was 
the continued return of refugees to 
Afghanistan. More than half of the 
1.1 million refugees repatriated last 
year returned to Afghanistan; large 
numbers of refugees also returned 
home to Angola, Burundi and Iraq. 

UNHCR said the latest figure for 
refugees — compiled for the end of 
2003 — was down 920,000 from 
the previous year. Refugee num- 
bers were down in all the five world 
regions covered by UNHCR, (ap)

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Venezuela Battles Giant Weed 

Aquatic plant s growth 
outpaces attempts 
to dredge it out of lake 

CARACAS, VENEZUELA I Efforts 
to remove an aquatic weed from 
Venezuela’s largest lake are barely 
keeping up with its growth, the envi- 
ronment minister said Wednesday. 

The green plant, known as 
duckweed or lemna, covers about 
12 percent of Lake Maracaibo’s 
5,400 -square -mile surface, said 
Ana Elisa Osorio. 

The lake in western Venezuela 
is one of South America’s largest 
bodies of water and is an important 
oil-producing region. Since World 
War I, about 14,000 oil wells have 
been drilled in the lake. 

Workers are removing the plant 
at a rate of 53,000 cubic feet a day. 

But it can double in size every 48 
hours, Osorio said, and has covered 
an area of 4.6 billion cubic feet. 

Crews have extracted about 1.5 
million cubic feet since the duck- 
weed started burgeoning several 
weeks ago, Osorio said. To date, 
most of the work has been done 
manually. The government is deploy- 
ing dredging machines to help. 

Venezuela is spending about $2 
million a month for cleanup, Osorio

said. The state -run oil company, 
Petroleos de Venezuela S.A., cre- 
ated a $750 million cleanup fund. 

A spokesman for PDVSA, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity, 
said the corporation had offered to 
provide money from its newly cre- 
ated $2 billion Social and Economic 
Development Fund. But the spokes- 
man said no specific amount of 
money has been set aside for the 
cleanup. 

Duckweed feeds off nitrogen and 


phosphorous contained in sewage 
and river runoff, said Gonzalo 
Godoy, a marine biologist from 
Zulia state. 

As the plant dies and rots, it 
absorbs oxygen, killing fish and 
threatening the livelihood of thou- 
sands of fishermen, Godoy said. 

Osorio said unusually heavy 
rains and a reduction of the lake’s 
salt content could have contributed. 
Duckweed thrives in fresh water, 
she said. Alexandra olson (ap)

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Williams OK With 
1-Year School Plan 


Mayor says he’s willing 
to meet demands of 
superintendent choice 

WASHINGTON I Mayor Anthony A. 
Williams said Wednesday he would 
continue to aggressively recruit his 
top choice to lead the city’s troubled 
public schools, even if that candi- 
date is willing to stay in the job for 
only one year. 

Former Long Beach, Calif., 
schools chief Carl A. Cohn was 
offered the job last week after 
Williams and other city officials 
traveled cross-country to recruit 
him. 

“In terms of bringing in the very 
best superintendent, I think Carl 
Cohn is that person,” the mayor 
said at his weekly press briefing. 


“I believe it’s better for our system 
to have him come in here — even if 
it’s only for a year — and begin put- 
ting in place the building blocks to 
rebuild the system.” 

Cohn, 58, told The Washington 
Post in Wednesday’s editions that 
he will not sign a long-term con- 
tract, but would consider taking 
the job for one year under certain 
conditions. 

Cohn is pressing for com- 
mitments from the District 
of Columbia government and 
Congress to change how city 
schools are controlled. He also 
wants more direct control over 
school contracts than the current 
system provides. 

Cohn did not return calls 
from The Associated Press.

Catholic U., 
NAACP Fail 
To Agree 

WASHINGTON! Leaders of Catholic

CHANTILLY, VA. I Independence Air, 
the nation’s newest discount airline, 
welcomed its first paying custom- 
ers Wednesday, launching a modest 
schedule of flights serving five cities 
out ofthe airline’s base at Washington 
Dulles International Airport. 

Atlanta, Boston, Chicago, 
Newark, N. J., and Raleigh-Durham, 
N.C., are the first cities served by the 
airline, with one-way fares starting 
at $49.

Interest Spikes for Online Banking 


NEW YORK I Millions of Americans 
are doing their banking online, 
and their ranks are expected to 
grow rapidly in coming years as 
more e-services become avail- 
able and Internet connections get 
faster. 

A study released Wednesday of 
online banking at the nation’s 10 


largest financial institutions found 
that 22 million consumers logged 
in to their accounts in March, a 
nearly 30 percent increase from a 
year earlier. 

Most went online to view their 
checking or savings account balanc- 
es, the study showed. But many were 
monitoring their credit cards, pay- 


ing bills, managing credit lines or 
paying mortgages. 

Online banking use expand- 
ed more than tenfold from 1996 
to 2003, TowerGroup Research, 
based in Needham, Mass., said in 
a report last month. TowerGroup 
expects close to 37 percent of all 
U.S. households to be registered to 
bank online by 2007 — a total of

At least that’s how we got ! ! ! , 
a bicoastal gaggle of beat mer- 
chants that comes to the Black 
Cat Sunday. When Sacramento 
punks the Yah Mos called it quits, 
a couple of members who nursed 
a j ones for the groove joined forc- 
es under an excitable moniker. A 
few pals signed on, and the group 
is currently a septet. 

Over the past few years, !!! 


has gained a reputation among 
alt- dance cognoscenti for snappy 
singles and blistering live shows. 
Last year, they popped up on the 
wider cultural radar with “Me and 
Giuliani Down by the School Yard 
(A True Story).” 

The hypnotic nine-minute opus 
is built on chattering guitars, rub- 
ber-band bass lines and chanted 
advice to N.Y. City politicos that 
they — and everyone else — “cut 
footloose.” 

The track anchors the new 
“Louden Up Now,” an album whose 
name is meant to be taken seri- 
ously. Turned down low, this music 


just doesn’t make sense; turned up 
loud, it doesn’t need to. 

Like just about everyone else in 
Brooklyn (where most of the band 
ended up), ! ! ! looks to the forward- 
thinking dance music of the early 
’80s. The rigorous yet homespun 
vibe comes courtesy of South Bronx 
sisters ESG, the extended grooves, 
jerky horns and Eastern percus- 
sion from downtown disco savant 
Arthur Russell. But unlike just 
about everyone else in Brooklyn 
these days, ! ! ! sounds as though 
it might one day be worthy of its 
own Soul Jazz compilation. 

A primer on the band’s name: 


In the English subtitles to the 1980 
art-house smash “The Gods Must 
Be Crazy,” the clicking sounds of 
Ungwatsi, the language spoken by 
the hero, were rendered as exclama- 
tion points. Three clicks = ! ! ! 

As the clicks prove challenging 
to non-native speakers, the band 
suggests substituting “Chk Chk Chk 
or any other 3 repetitive sounds.” 
Regardless of the options avail- 
able, everyone seems to go for the 
recommended trio, leaving many 
a hipster sounding as though he’s 
calling chickens.

OUT&ABOUTI Vampires embody 
that basic contradictory quandary of 
human life: How can so much good 
and evil co-exist in our species? 

Photographer Johnny de Brest 
adds his “photo -novel” “Vladracul” 
to the undying body of vampire lore. 
Loosely based on Bram Stoker’s 
“Dracula,” de Brest’s work draws 
hundreds of shots chosen from 
15,000 images into a film-like mon- 
tage of photographic stills, divided 
into 12 chapters, each of which is 
preceded by written text. 

“Vladracul” takes cues both from 
F.W. Murnau’s stark Expressionist 
classic, “Nosferatu,” and color- sat- 
urated contemporary fashion pho- 
tography. Shot in Berlin and Poland, 
the story moves between the hop- 
ping streets and nightclubs of ’90s 
Berlin and the Count Vladracul’s 
home, Auschwitz. It’s populated 


with lovely young bodies — many 
living, some dead, or not quite. 

De Brest manages to respectfully 
place the chain-link fences of the 
concentration camp on the same 
gallery wall as Berlin’s hedonistic 
Love Parade.

MUSIC I The problem with avant- 
garde music and performance is 
the pay is simply lousy.

Their six electric guitars and dual 
drummers should handily terrify the 
old- school culture vultures looking 
for the Tennessee Williams tribute.

Big Changes Expected for Lakers 


Jackson, Malone, Bryant may all leave L.A. 


BASKETBALL | PhilJackson stood at 
the podium in the interview room 
after the Lakers lost Tuesday’s final 
game of the NBA finals and said 
there was a “pretty slim chance” he’ll 
coach in L.A. next season. 

Then he added a caveat: “Right 
now I’m not ready to make that deci- 
sion or give that statement.” 

So while Jackson wouldn’t com- 
mit, it certainly appeared to be a 
farewell. The coach said he planned 
to meet with members of the Lakers’ 
organization in the days ahead to 
discuss a future that promises to 
be filled with changes. 

Question No. 1 will be whether 
the franchise still believes Shaquille 
O’Neal and Kobe Bryant can coex- 
ist. Bryant plans to opt out of his 
contract and become a free agent, 
although he has said he wants to 
be “a Laker for life.” 

Team owner Jerry Buss has given 


every indication he wants to keep 
Bryant, whose fractured relationship 
with Jackson and O’Neal could be 
one of the driving forces behind an 
offseason of change. 

Not only will Bryant be a free 
agent, but Gary Payton and Karl 
Malone also can opt out of their con- 
tracts. O’Neal — already angry that 
the Lakers wouldn’t give him a con- 
tract extension — could demand a 
trade if he decides the time has come 
to end his association with a team 
that failed in its quest for a fourth 
title in five years. 

“This summer is going to be a 
different summer for a lot of peo- 
ple. Everyone is going to take care 
of their own business and do what’s 
best for them, including me,” O’Neal

“I have never, ever used per- 
formance enhancing drugs,” said 
Jones, who won five track medals 
at the 2000 Sydney Olympics. 

Defendants in the steroid case 
include Victor Conte, founder of the 
Bay Area laboratory that allegedly 
dispensed drugs to athletes. 

Conte’s attorney sent a letter 
Monday to President Bush, Attorney 
General John Ashcroft and three 
federal prosecutors seeking help 
with a plea deal that would keep 
him out of prison in exchange for 
testimony implicating potential
